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THE A. B. C. of FOOD VALUES 


Among the Elements Necessary to Health, the 
Mysterious Vitamin Plays a Leading Role 


ID you ever see a baby with 

rickets? How did it effect 

you? Didn’t you feel sorry for 
the poor little thing because some- 
ining was lacking out of its wee 
ife? 

Something was lacking—a very 
vital thing to all life and health and 
growth—vitamins. And who was 
to blame? In almost every in- 
stance the mother, though probably 
she never knew it, and would very 
much have resented it had you told 
her so. 

Again haven’t you often felt sor- 
ty for the little anemic child who 
looked half starved, and was al- 
ways tired? The mother probably 
told you there was no reason for 
such a condition because the child 
ate heartily. She couldn't under- 
stand it. But had she taken her 
child to a doctor doubtless he 
would have diagnosed the case as 
lack of vitamins. 

Not so very long ago we thought 
our diet was complete if it con- 
tained proteins, carbohydrates, fais, 
water and organic salts in proper 
proportions. Then came the dis- 
covery that we must also have 
vitamins, 

When vitamins were first discov- 
ered they were known by scientific 
names which nobody but the scien- 
tist understood, so, as a matter of 
convenience, they were designated 
by letters, A, B, C, D, and later X. 
All our knowledge of them is bascd 
upon experiments in*feeding ani- 
mals. Nobody has ever been able 
to isolate and analyze them. We 
know that certain foods are high in 
vitamins through their effects. Vit- 
amins are found in milk and eggs, 
and vegetables and fruits. and toa 
lesser degree in meats. Calf’s liver 
is especialy high in vitamins. But 
unless properly cooked tke value 
is greatly depreciated. 


=

The same is true of vegebables. In 
fact it has recently been discovered 
that most canned vegetables are 
higher in vitamins than home 
cooked. The reason is obvious 
when one understands that it is 
through oxidation caused by the 
oxygen in the air that vitamins are 
destroyed, and not by excessive 
heat. The modern sanitary can used 
by all canners has no vent hole, 
and the foods are cooked in the 
can, thus excluding air and pre- 
venting oxidation, 

Every housewife knows what 
would happen if she tried to cook 
in an air tight vessel. Expansion 
would cause an explosion. Caaners, 
however, use an “exhausting” pro- 
cess by which the filled cans with- 
out tops are given a first heating 
that expands the food to brimful. 
While this food is still hot the tops 
to ‘the cans are put on by ma- 
chinery so that practically no air 
is left in the container. The food 
is then heated all the way from 
boiling point to 250 degrees Fahr- 
enheit. When the cans are cooled 
the space that would have held air 
is a vacuum. This is what causes 
that sissing sound when one starts 
to open a vacuum packed can. 

Thus the canner saves the vitam- 
ins the housewife allows to escape 
through the oxidation in the air 
while cooking. 

An instance of this is in toma- 
toes. Tomatoes are gich in vitam- 
ins, almost equal to butter fat in 
milk. Juice from a can of toma- 
toes, cooked as above, and which 
had been in storage a year, was fed 
to a pigeon suffering from poly- 
neuritis with the result that the 
pigeon recovered. Another experi- 
ment tried on guinea pigs suffer- 
ing from scurvy proved that canned 
spinach contained two and 2 half 
times the vitamin dotency of the 


home cooked. 

This should be valuable informa- 
tion to the mother. The baby suf- 
fering from rickets and the anemic 
child are similar instances to the 
pigeon and the guinea pigs. Wi- 
tamins were lacking. It is only 
within the past three or four years 
that the value of strained tomato 
juice for babies suffering from 
rickets has been discovered. 

The role vitamins play in nutri- 
tion is very different from the roles 
played by other food elements. Vit- 
amins supply the body with neither 
energy nor tissue building sub- 
stances. But by some means, as 
yet unknown, they enable the body 
to utilize the energy-producing and 
tissue-building qualities of food 
which would be quite useless with- 
out them. They are like the spark 
plug in your car. The spark plug 
alone does not run the car. Neither 
does the gasoline. But what the 
spark plug does is to ignite the 
easoline and to produce a change 
®hereby it becomes a source of 
energy. That is the relation of vit- 
amins to the other food elements: 
It ignites them to energy producers 
and starts and keeps the human en- 
gine running. 

It is not necessary to know any 
more about vitamins than that they 
are essential to the human system, 
and that they are found in milk and 
eggs, because of the food taken by 
the cow and the chicken, and in all 
green vegetables and fruits. As ex- 
cessive heat does not work the de- 
struction that oxidation does, they 
are higher in canned than in home 
cooked foods. They are quite a> 
important to the adult as to the 
child, and 2 well balanced diet with 
milk and plenty of vegetables is 
sure to supply wll the vitamins 
needed.
